The ordinary income of the Adelaide 
Hospital, Peter street, Dublin, in 1944 
was £27,626, compared with £25,762 
in 1943 and £24,360 in 1942.

Jackson, honorary secretary of the 
hospital, at the 87th, annual meeting.

He said that the deficit 
for the year—£5,702—was due mainly 
to the cost of fuel, which had advanced 
from £2,746 in 1943 to £6,500 in 1944.
